Sleepless Children. 
Indigestion, hunger, excitement, 
too much home work in their 
lessons, fear of tie dark and 
loneliness are the principal

Indigestion can generally be 
cured by giving them a pineh of 
bicarbonate of soda in a wine- 
glassful of water.

Perhaps Americans are not, as a rule, 
aware of the progress being made 
abroad in aviation under the spur of 
military competition and necessity. So 
far America bas treated the dirigible 
more as 4 toy than as a possibility in 
air transportation on a large scale. 
The anvunncement that Count Zeppe- 
lin will visit America next year and 
bring with him his largest dirigible is 
interesting. ‘ 

As regards aeropiunes also, Europe 
seems at present to he in the lead in 
developing an invevtion whose credit 
belongs to Americans—the Wright 
M. Sikorsky's great biplane 
bas made repented flights over St. 
Petersburg and its environs, carrying 
from eight to sixteen persens md re- 
maining in the air from one and a 
half hours to two hours. Its passen- 
gers were able to move about comfort- 
ably in a roomy cabin warmed by the 
exhaust of the motors and leok down 
from the glass windows, lighted at 
night by electricity, upon the metropo- 
lis below. It carries four motors of 
100 horsepower, and a fifth is to be 
added to increase its speed. There is 
algo an observation deck on the roof 
of the cabin, but it will probably be 
little used until aerial tights become 
more common and passengers have a 
secure feeling of safety. The great 
Russian biplane, in fact. almost com- 
pletely realizes a ship in air. — New 
York World. 


HOUSES OF PORCELAIN. 


Erected In a Few\Hours Without Mor- 
tar, Plaster or Nails. . 

A home of porcelain that can be 
erected with a screwdriver and wrench 
In a few hours fs the plan of W. H. 
Turner, who calls himself ‘‘the pioneer 
of porcelain.” 

“In the cunstruction of the porcelain 
house,” he said, “there is a complete 
sbsenca of all absorbent materials, 
snch as bricks and mortar, plaster, 
whitewash, conerete, woodwork aud 
paper. The complete porceluin house 
Is coustructed as follows: lramework, 
preferably of light rust proof metal. In 
this framework are fitted the buge 
porcelain panels, balf an inch thick, 


six fect long and three feet wide, 
weighing five pounds to the superficial 
foot, decorated and glazed on both 


sides to resist wind, storm and weath- 
er, with steam tight joints made of 
copper coated asbestos tape. 
“Porcelain is noniubsorbent, 
and germproof, and fireproof and 
wasbuble, ard it mikes possible for all 
a perfectly bygienic home. As for 
warmth an inch thick wall of pure 
porcelain glazed both sides is better 
able to keep out cold than an eighteen 
inch brick wall, With bricks and mor- 
tar it takes months to erect a house of, 
say, five rooms. A porcelain house of 
the same size can be put up in a few 
bours."—Londop Mirror, 


London Criticises New York. 

The little differences between life in 
London and New York are by no 
means all to the credit of the latter. 
Our letter post erosses London in a 
couple of hours; theirs often takes a 
couple of days to cross New York. In 
London the goods you purchase in the 
moruing may be sent houie before the 
evening; in New York you are lucky if 
they arrive next day.

A Device That In the Future May De

to be a substitute for stoves. The 
particular purpose for which they bave 
been designed is to use electricity to 
store up beat in the hours when the 
demand for electric power is smal) and 
when consequently electricity may be 
supplied at a very greatly reduced 
rate. This is usually between mid- 

feat deh and 5 o'clock-in the morning, 

when few electric lights are being 
used, few mofors are in use and most 
of the great plant at the electric power 
house is idle. 

Then during the hours of daylight 
and evening, ihe heat magazine can be 
made to giye out its warmth. The 
magazines are big steel boxes about 
thé size of a large stove.

A Home Thrust. 


THACKERAY. 
He Was a Humorist But Failed of 
Being a Prophet, 

Nothing need be said here of 
Thackeray’s place in English litera- 
ture, which is discussed by all the 
sritics, In any case, he is one of the 
most characteristic writers of the 
first half of the Victorian period. His 
personal character is indicated by his 
life. ‘tHe had many fine qualities,” 
wrote Carlyle to Monckton Milnes up- 
on his death; ‘‘no guile or malice 
against any mortal; a big mass ofa 
soul, but not strong in proportion; a 
beautiful vein of genius lay strug- 
gling about him-—-Poor Thackeray, 
adieu, adieu!” 

Thackeray’s weakness meant the 
excess of sensibility of a strongly ar- 
tistie temperament, which in’ his 
youth led him into extravagance and 
too easy compliance with the follies 
of young men of his class. In later 
years it produced some foibles the 
more visible to his contemporaries 
|because he seeks to have been at once 
|singularly frank in revealing his feel- 
‘ings to congenial friends, and retic- 
lent or sarcastic to less congenital 
strangers. His constitutional indo- 
lence ind the ironical view of life 
which made him a humorist disquali- 
fied him from being a prophet after 
the fashion of Carlyle. 

The autho: of ‘‘a novel without a 
hero’ was not a ‘‘*hero-worshipper,” 
But the estimate of his moral and 
intellectual force wili be increased by 
a fair view of his life. 1f naturally 
indolent, he worked most energetic 
and under most trying conditions 
through many years full of sorrow 
and discouagement. ‘The loss of his 
fortune and the ruin of his domestic 
happiness stimulated him to sus- 
tained and vigorous efforts. He work- 
ed, as he was bound to work, for 
money, and took his place frankly 
las a literary drudge. 

He slowly forced his way to the 
front, helping his comrades liberally 
whenever occasion offered. Trollope 
only confirms the general testimony 
by a story of his ready generosity. 
He kept all his old friends; he was 
most affectionate to his mother, and 
made a home for her in later years; 
and he was the tenderest and most 
devoted of fathers. His “social suc- 
cess” never distracted him from his 
home duties, and he found his chief 
happiness in his domestic affections.

The Live Stock branch of the Do- 


prepared to offer practical assistance 
this year to associations of wool grow- 
ers in the preparation and display of 
their wool slips for market. Associa- 
tions, in order to relations of the 
branch and membership is limited to 
actual owners of sheep. West of Fort 
William an association must contain 
at least 3,000’ sheep, or sufficfent to 
comprise one car-load of wool; east of 
there, a relative number. The ser- 
vices of expert wool classifiers, who 
will taxe charge of and perform the 
‘| grading, Classification and preparation 
of the wool, will be provided. 

This proposal represents much 
more than a mere cortinuation of 
the work undertaken last year, when 
two wool classifiers, in the emplcy 
of the live gtock branch, visited the 
western provinces and gave practical 
instruction and advice to sheep rais- 
ers. upon ,wool growing. Rather it 
means the introduction of a definite 
scheme whereby wool producers may 
be actually agsisted in preparing and 
presenting their wools upon the mat- 
ket in the most acceptable fashion and 
thus be in a position to cater moro 
directly to the requircments .of the 
market. Morcover, it should prove cf- 
fective in developing and improving 
the general staius of sheep raising and 
creating an impetus to the produc- 
tion and preparation of an improved 
grade of wool and indirectly a better 
class of mutton.
